Roosevelt Became President— Made 


Bitter Attack on Barnes In 1912. 


Syracuse, N. Y„ April 2 8 — Letters 
read into the record at the Barnes- 
Roosovelt trial for alleged libel sh o w ­ 
ed that Colonel Theodore R oosevelt’s 
close association with United States 
Senator Thom as C. Platt in legislation 
and appointm ents continued alter Col­ 
onel R oosevelt succeeded to the pres­ 
idency of the United States. 
The colonel 
admitted that, while 
governor of New York, ho consulted 
Senator Platt before the performance 
of the majority of his official act*. 
And he did not find the senator an 
“easy boss.” 
In a telegram concur­ 
ring with Senator Platt's w ishes, Col­ 
onel Roosevelt wired: 
“In view of your second telegram, 
I will come, but you are not an easy 
boss.” 
The reading of the Roosevelt-Platt 
and Platt-Roosevelt letters was con­ 
cluded and a series of letters that 
passed between Colonel R oosevelt and 
William Barnes were Introduced. 
Colonel Roosevelt was subjected to 
an exhaustive 
cross-examination 
at 
the banda of Attorneys Barnum and 
Ivins, of counsel for Barnes. 
Both 
sides apparently were wholly content 
with the letters In evidence. 
T o the 
Barnes partisans the correspondence 
show s that Roosevelt consulted Plat! 
In even trivial m atters. Appointments, 
legislation, the advisability of Roose­ 
velt’s taking the 
vice 
presidential 
nomination in 1900, were referred to 
Platt. 
Saturday morning breakfasts 
with the boss were a regular feature 
of the Roosevelt Jan week. 
The Roosevelt utterances of 
1912, 
read to the jury, were Intensely bitter 
In charact ” , and by them Mr. Ivins 
hoped to controvert the colonel’s de­ 
fense that be bore no 111 will or malice 
against Ba; ties, hut had made his at 
tack against what he ( barged Barnes 
with typifying. 
The colonel seem ed utterly bored 
during U>t*-rcaMijig of the Barnes let 
tors a n d yawned ouee or twice. 
In 1908 the colonel wrote to Barnes 
he ti ut >«i fold Agnew, presumably Sen­ 
ate! lA|qew» author of the race tracli 
bill, he would not Interfere with Al 
bany affmny

alw ays,” was a

script to this letter. 
“ I

up that 
removal.” 
wrote 
Roosevelt to Barnes In 1908, “as soon 
as I heard that Speaker Wadsworth 
was Interested. As to the latter part 
of your letter, look here— do you think 
I

class?" 
Roosevelt admitted m eeting Barite* 
and Ward, of .W estchester, in 
1910 
just before the state com m ittee met 
to elect a temporary chairman. 
He 
also remembered m eeting Barnes at 
the Outlook office about that time. 
“Didn’t you dispute the advisability 
of naming Vice President Sherm an af 
chairman?"

London, April 28.— No attempt ta 
liade hero to minimize the Importance 
*f the German operations In Flanders, 
which have been declared to be at 
least an ample revenge for the British 
victory last month at Neuve Chapelle. 
A Belgian report indicates that the 
German contention that their advance 
was made over a front extending from 
Ypres to Dix mode was accurate. 
The following report 
from 
Field 
Marshal Sir John French, commander 
of Hie British force* at Hie front, was 
given out: 
"Monday all German attacks north­ 
east of Ypres were repulsed. In the 
afternoon our troop* took the offen­ 
sive 
and 
made 
progress near St. 
Jullen and to the west of that place. 
"The French co-operated on our left, 
and further to the north they retook 
Bet Sas. 
"In the course of Monday’s fighting 
our artillery took full advantage of 
several opi>ortunlties for inflicting se­ 
vere casualties on the enemy. 
"On 
the 
remainder of the front 
there is nothing to report. 
In addition 
to the destruction of Courtral June 
tlon, our airmen bombarded success­ 
fully stations and Junctions at the fol­ 
lowing places: 
Tourcolng, Roubaix, 
Ingelmunster, 
Staden, 
l^angemarck, 
Bielt and Roilier*.” 
The victory of the Germans at Hart* 
manns-VVellerkopf, 
in 
Alsace,

given out by the French w ar oflk e 
shows: 
"There is nothing to add to our 
communication except that we consol­ 
idated our positions and continue to 
make progress to the north of Ypres 
and also on the heights of the Meuse. 
"This summit of Hartmanns-Weller- 
kopf, which was taken from us Mon­ 
day morning, was recaptured by our 
troops the evening of tile .same day.

The latest official German communi­ 
cation claimed the recapture of Ll- 
zerne from the French, but tile Bel­ 
gian report.made subsequently,asserts 
that possession of the town was won

French were greatly assisted in the 
assault by Belgian artillery.
